This is an after final interview. Another examiner worked on the final rejection. 

Applicant's representative called and explained the invention in general and claim 1 in particular. 

The applicant stated that the claim generally read on figure 1 7K and is of the view that the applied prior art of 
Stopperan (US Patent No. 5,428,190) is not showing the claimed invention. 

The examiner (current) pointed out the confusion in the last phrase of claim 1. In particular the language "wherein said 
at least one first structural weakness is adapted to facilitate breading said at least one rigid layer at such at least one 

first selected location into at least two rigid pieces Also, pointed out that Figure 17K of the applicant does not 

show the rigid layer broken into two rigid pieces as recited in the claim. 

Applicant proposed to amend the claims to be discussed further in detail. 

However, as this is after final rejection, it will be advisable to submit a complete response to the final rejection to be 
reviewed by the examiner. 

The decision about reopening the prosecution or maintaining the finality will be taken based, on the review. 
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
